Of  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

From  January  1st  to  December  31st.  1906. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Lye  &  Wo  ties  cote 

Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  my  tenth  Annual  Report,  I  would 
respectfully  draw  your  attention  to  the  decline  in  the  Birth 
Rate.  The  Birth  Rate  for  1906  being  the  lowest  on 
record. 

The  nett  Death  Rate  made  by  adding  those  deaths 
which  occured  outside  the  district  to  those  taking  place 
within  the  district  was  15 *5  per  1,000  as  against  an 
average  rate  of  15*3  for  the  years  1901  to  1905  (inclusive 
of  both  3?ears). 

The  Death  Rate  for  this  district  only,  excluding  those 
deaths  taking  place  outside,  was  14*4  per  1,000  as  against 
i6’0  as  the  average  for  the  years  1897  to  1905  (inclusive 
of  both  years.) 

The  continued  low  Infant  Mortality  is  I  think  a 
matter  upon  which  the  Council  should  be  congratulated, 
and  of  which  the  district  may  be  justly  proud.  The 
Infant  Mortality  stands  at  132  per  1,000  Births  registered. 
I  notice  that  in  Birmingham  it  was  168  per  1,000. 

As  I  have  remarked  above,  the  Birth  Rate  is  very 
low,  but  the  Infant  Mortality  shows  that  every  care  is 
being  taken  to  preserve  the  lives  of  those  born.  In 
connection  with  the  Birth  Rate  I  could  state  that  I  have 
reason  to  believe  that  about  f  of  the  Births  are  attended 
by  Mid  wives.

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  339,  the 
lowest  on  record  since  the  formation  of  this  district  into  an 
Urban  one,  last  year  (1905)  coming  next  with  355.  The 
Birth  Rate  was  29^6  per  r,ooo  as  against  31  -g  per  1,000 
in  the  year  previous. 

I  he  Deaths  registered  in  the  District  were  165 
producing  a  Death  Rate  ot  14*4  per  1,000,  but  to  these 
must  be  added  13  deaths  of  people  from  the  district  who 
died  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  district — including 
these  the  deaths  were  : 

92  Males 
86  Females

The  nett  Death  Rate  produced  by  this  addition  of 
deaths  outside  the  district  to  the  deaths  within  the 
district  was  15*5  Per  pooo  as  against  15*1  per  1,000  in 
the  year  previous. 

The  Deaths  of  Children  under  1  year  old  are  shown 
below,  per  1,000  births  registered,  for  each  }^ear  since  the 
district  was  formed  :

Since  the  appointment  of  the  Health  Missioner  there 
is  a  decline  in  the  Death  Rate  amongst  infants,  and  I 
believe  that  her  presence  in  the  district  and  the  gradual 
education  of  the  people  in  the  best  methods  of  feeding 
and  rearing  children  are  having  a  very  beneficial  effect 
upon  the  public  health,  and  that  she  is  materially  assist¬ 
ing  td  reduce  the  Infant  Mortality.  When  the  Urban 
Council  requested  the  County  Council  to  appoint  a  Health 
Missioner  I  consider  that  they  made  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  steps,  in  Public  Health,  that  has  been  made.

The  total  of  actual  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
was  45  as  against  52  in  the  year  previous.  The 
causes  of  these  deaths  will  be  seen  in  Table  V,  appended 
to  this  report.  Of  the  45  deaths,  12  were  from  Premature 
Birth  and  to  were  from  Convulsions.  I  look  upon  deaths 
from  Convulsions  as  in  some  measure,  that  is  in  some 
cases,  preventable, — and  there  is  no  donbt  that  as  people 
grasp  the  importance  of  proper  feeding  these  deaths  should 
become  less.  Whilst  speaking  upon  the  deaths  of 
children  under  1  year,  I  would  like  to  state  that  the 
common  practice  of  having  very  young  babies  in  bed  with 
the  parents  is  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  babies,  and  is 
also  prejudicial  to  their  safety.  Since  it  is  not  necessary 
to  lie  upon  a  young  baby  in  order  to  suffocate  it,  a  very 
slight  amount  of  pressure  upon  the  child’s  chest  or  ribs 
or  face  is  enough  to  stop  it  breathing,  it  should  be  more 
generally  understood,  I  think,  that  babies  should  be  placed 
in  a  cot  or  basket  beside  the  parents’  bed.  I  understand 
that  some  legislation  is  likely  shortly  to  take  place  upon 
this  point  in  order  to  make  it  penal  to  have  infants  sleep¬ 
ing  with  adults — such  a  law  has  been  111  existence  in 
Germany,  I  shall  ask  the  Health  Missioner  to  endeavour 
to  persuade  the  parents  to  adopt  the  plan  of  letting  young 
babies  sleep  in  a  cot  or  basket  outside  the  bed. 

The  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  were  3,  the  same 
number  as  last  year. 

The  epidemic  of  last  year  subsided  in  that  year,  and 
there  were  no  deaths  from  Measles  during  1906. 

There  was  one  notification  and  the  case  proved  fatal 
in  January,  1907.  Every  investigation  was  made  but  the 
disease  could  not  be  traced.  Probably  it  was  contracted 
from  contact  with  some  child  who  had  an  infectious  throat 
but  which  had  been  regarded  as  a  simple  sore  throat.  A 
swab  of  the  throat  was  sent  to  the  County  Analyst  who 
pronounced  the  disease  true  diphtheria,  and  the  Anti- 
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diphtheria  Serum  was  injected  ;  there  was  a  very  marked 
improvement  in  the  throat  and  glands  in  ten  hours,  the 
membrane  charing  very  much  even  in  that  short  time,  and 
the  child  went  on  improving  and  seemed  to  be  quite 
recovering,  but  she  developed  paralysis  of  the  respiratory 
mucles  in  about  a  fortnight,  and  died  in  a  few  days.  I 
quote  this  case  at  some  length  because  I  wish  to  record 
the  fact  that  I  never  saw  a  worse  case  as  regards  membrane, 
and  never  saw  so  marked  an  improvement  in  the  throat 
and  general  condition  under  any  other  treatment  in  so 
short  a  time.  1  he  result  of  the  Serum  treatment  struck 
me  as  remarkable,  and  I  think  that  if  a  small  quantity  of 
Serum  were  kept  by  the  Council  for  the  use  of  any 
Practitioner  in  the  district  who  wished  to  give  it,  it  might 
prove  acceptable  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  the  cost 
would  only  be  a  few  shillings. 

Enteric  Fever  Thirteen  cases  of  this  disease  occurred,  and  3  deaths. 

Two  of  the  cases  went  to  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Two  died  in  Hospital. 

Of  the  8  treated  at  home,  one  died. 

In  every  case  very  careful  enquiry  was  made  as  to 
the  milk  and  water  supplies,  shellfish,  drains  and  privy 
accommodation,  but  no  one  focus  could  be  found  ;  all  had 
tap  water  laid  on  to  the  houses.  Several  cases  had 
evidently  infected  each  other  before  the  disease  was 
recognized.  Two  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Kingswinford  Hospital  by  an  arrangement  made  by  the 
Council  with  the  Kingswinford  Authority,  because  there 
was  no  room  in  the  Hayley  Green  Hospital  and  no  means 
of  isolation  at  home.  As  several  cases  originated  in  Love 
Lane,  I  have,  as  you  are  aware  gentlemen,  advised  that 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  make  a  house  to  house  visitation 
in  that  locality,  and  that  he  reports  in  detail  on  the 
property  there.  In  this  matter  gentlemen,  I  had  your

support  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  report  will  shortly 
engage  your  attention. 

There  were  6  cases  notified  and  one  death.  As 
against  8  cases  and  no  deaths  in  the  year  previous.  In 
connection  with  some  of  the  cases,  defective  privies  were 
found  on  the  premises.  I  have  asked  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  make,  during  1907,  a  house  to  house  visitation 
throughout  the  district,  in  order  that  none  of  the  nuisances 
arising  from  privy  middens  may  be  overlooked,  and  he 
will  report  on  any  that  are  defective  or  too  near  to  houses, 
in  order  with  your  approval  to  get  them  converted  into 

W.C’s. 

The  total  of  notifications  received  was  52. 

32  Scarlet  Fever  6  Erysipelas. 

1  Diptheria.  13  Enteric  Fever. 

29  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  went  to  Hospital,  and  none 
died  there.  5  Cases  of  Enteric  Fever  went  to  Hospital 
and  2  died  ;  one  at  Hayley  Green  and  one  at  Kingswinford 
As  a  rule  the  parents  of  children  with  Scarlet  Fever  are 
quite  willing  for  them  to  go  to  the  Hayley  Green  Hospital. 

I  find  that  many  prefer  to  isolate  the  Enteric  cases  at 
home,  and  as  they  are  sometimes  quite  unfit  for  removal 
when  notified  it  is  often  inexpedient  to  press  the  matter. 
Cases  are  never  removed  without  consulting  the  medical 
attendant  as  to  their  fitness  to  be  removed  without 
endangering  them. 

Scarlet  Fever  There  were  32  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  of  these 
29  went  to  Hospital  ;  last  year  there  were  6  cases,  and  4 
went  away.  I  think  that  especially  in  Scarlet  Fever  is  the 
Isolation  Hospital  useful,  and  it  certainly  is  a  great 
blessing  to  the  poor  who  have  no  means  of  isolation,  and 
therefore  no  way  of  protecting  other  members  of  their 
own  families.  The  poor  are,  I  believe,  grateful  for  the 
benefit.  I  think  the  idea  that  infectious  diseases  are  a 
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dispensation  of  providence  is  losing  ground,  and  the 
people  generally  are  becoming  educated  in  matters  of 
infection.

Before  the  houses  were  numbered  it  was  some¬ 
times  difficult  to  find  infectious  diseases  that  had  been 
notified,  and  to  find  out  where  deaths  of  children  had 
occured.

I  understand  that  in  most  cases  only  one  list  of 
outworkers  has  been  sent  in  during  the  year.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  recently  received  the  books  (a 
complete  set)  which  you  decided,  gentlemen,  that  he  must 
have  and  keep  posted,  and  he  will  now  be  able  to  make 
detailed  entries  as  to  all  visits  paid  to  Workshops,  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Slaughterhouses,  and  also  a  Diary  of  his 
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daily  house  to  house  visits.  I  think  that  notice  might  be 
sent  to  the  Employers  in  the  district  calling  their  attention 
to  the  fact  that  lists  of  outworkers  are  required  by  the 
Act  to  be  sent  to  the  Urban  Council  in  February  and 
August  every  year.

I  have  given  6  Addresses  at  the  Mothers’  Meetings,  they  seem  to  be  much 
appreciated. 

I  have  visited  in  the  year  664  cases,  many  of  them  being  seen  very  constantly. 

The  deaths  from  premature  birth,  immaturity  and  still  births  are  appalling  this 
year.  Due  in  a  very  great  measure  to  want  of  proper  nourishment  and  poverty, 
as  trade  has  been  very  bad  and  many  homes  have  suffered  in  consequence  ;  also 
to  the  fact  that  the  mothers  are  allowed  to  work  in  the  factories  when  they  ought 
to  be  freed  from  manual  labour. 

There  is  a  decided  improvement  in  the  feeding  of  the  infants,  the  boat  shaped 
bottles  are  now  in  use  largely  with  hand  fed  children.  The  houses  are  cleaner 
and  brighter. 

The  Day  Nursery  has  shown  a  decided  improvement,  many  mothers  availing 
themselves  of  the  advantages  and  comfort  afforded  their  babies,  while  they  are 
at  work.  It  has  been  opened  3  years  now,  and  will,  I  trust,  soon  be  self-supporting 
even  among  such  a  very  conservative  people  such  as  Lye  and  Wollescote  districts. 

I  have  specially  visited  and  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Darby)  cases 
of  Diarrhoea  Dentition,  Convulsions,  and  deaths  from  Premature  Birth.
